IDEC is there for the times when 
faculty want to put those resolutions to 
work and are looking for help. 

The Instructional Development and 
Evaluation Center (IDEC) is located on 
the lower level of the Learning Center, 
at MSSD and at KDES. IDEC person- 
nel provide instructional design and 
evaluation resources for the entire cam- 
pus. Instructional design is “a philo- 
sophy of approaching a problem and 
solving it in a systematic way,” says 
Marty Noretsky of IDEC. As resources 
in design, evaluation and linguistics, 
IDEC personnel are available to work 
with other faculty members to make 
those New Year’s Resolutions come 
true. 

“We have a variety of strategies to 
make instruction more effective,” says 
Ken Epstein of IDEC. A faculty mem- 
ber with his/her expertise in content 
and the IDEC member with his/her 
training in alternative methods of in- 
struction can work together to reach 
any educational goal. 

There are two ways to obtain IDEC 
resources. The first is an informal walk- 
in service. 

Through the “walk-in” service you 
can discuss an instructional problem 
with an IDEC faculty member. 
Together, you may:

e Determine ways to make your in- 
structional materials more effective. 

e Review and revise course organiza- 
tion or objectives. 

e Determine more effective methods of 
evaluating student progress. 

e Discuss language usage. 

e Produce prototype materials. 

A walk-in project is limited to up to 
35 hours of an IDEC faculty member’s 
time. All walk-in services are provided 
as resources are available. If your task 
requires more than 35 hours (as deter- 
mined in discussions with an IDEC 
faculty member), it might qualify as a 
formal IDEC project. 

IDEC projects are larger than “walk- 
ins” in scope and the application pro- 
cess is more formal and detailed than 
for walk-ins. Typical project activities 
include: 

e Developing teaching strategies. 

e Designing course activities. 

e Developing tests. 

© Organizing and formatting course 
materials. 

e Making existing instructional 
materials more readable. 

e Adapting existing materials to special 
student needs. 

e Individualizing instruction. 

e Evaluating or revising courses, pro- 
grams or curriculum. 

e Trying out new materials. 

e Designing course units, courses, pro- 
grams or curricula. 

© Developing instructional materials, 
such as textbooks, readers, storybooks, 
study guides, videotapes and filmstrips. 

IDEC projects at Gallaudet usually 
begin in the summer. They are sup- 
ported by grants sponsored by the Of- 
fice of the Vice President for Academic 
Affairs. Proposals for Pre-College proj- 
ects are submitted in the spring and ac- 
tual development work begins in sum- 
mer and early fall. Information will be 
sent to all faculty regarding timelines 
for submission of proposals. 

So if your New Year’s Resolution in- 
cludes your classroom, it may also in- 
clude IDEC.

Gallaudet’s Comments on 
proposed regulations for 
P.L. 94-142

In December the College submitted its 
comments to the U.S. Department of 
Education on the controversial pro- 
posed amendments to the regulations 
for P.L. 94-142 (Education for All 
Handicapped Children Act). The posi- 
tion paper was developed by staff 
members of the Law Center with input 
from various campus sources. In sum- 
mary, the College: 

e urged retention of the current regula- 
tion which requires schools to ensure 
that hearing aids worn by children are 
functioning properly. 

e supported the present regulation that 
residential school placement be at no 
cost to the parents of the child. The 
proposed amendment would limit cost- 
free service to those items listed in the 
IEP (Individualized Education Plan). 

® expressed concern over deletion or 
dilution of requirements related to

© supported a proposed new regula- 
tion requiring SEAs to identify those 
children who can “best be served” by a 
regional or state program, withhold 
funds from the LEA responsible for the 
child and use those funds to provide 
services in the state or regional center. 
® opposed proposed changes in eval- 
uation procedures which would reduce 
the use of multi-disciplinary teams, 
remove the requirement that the 
evaluation team include some person 
with knowledge in the area of 
suspected disability and delete the re- 
quirement to evaluate in all areas 
related to suspected disability. 

® opposed the proposed amendment 
to permit public agencies to “establish 
reasonable limitation” related to the 
level, frequency, location or duration of 
related services, and the qualifications 
of service providers. 

e shared with the Department of 
Education the Gallaudet College posi- 
tion on “least restrictive environment” 
interpretations of the law. The College 
believes that proximity of handicapped 
children to nonhandicapped children 
should not and was not intended to be 
the sole criterion for determining place- 
ment of hearing impaired children; in 
other words, Congress did not intend 
mainstreaming to be a goal in itself. 
The College supports the availability of 
a continuum of placement options to 
meet the unique needs of each handi- 
capped child. The least restrictive en- 
vironment is that which provides a free 
and appropriate education for the 
child. The Gallaudet position also 
recognizes the important role of special 
schools for the deaf and their wealth of 
resources and expertise. 

At the end of the year the Depart- 
ment of Education was still reviewing 
some 23,000 comments received on 
the proposed changes. The next step in 
this stormy course of amending the 
regulations will be decided in January
